New York. Oct. 20.—Walter Well­ 
man and his five companions were 
landed here by the steamship Trent, 
which picked them up at sea after 
they 
had abandoned 
their dirigible 
balloon America and failed in the first 
attem pt ever made to cross the At 
Untie through th< air. 
A bruised right hand which Well­ 
man carried in a sling was the only 
physical injury 
that resulted 
from 
their long voyage of approximately 
‘JOO miles and a rescue the like of 
which is unknown to all history. 
None of the aeronauts expressed re­ 
gret for the loss of the America. Th< y 
agreed that it had served its purpose 
ami taught its lesson. All stand read} 
to renew’ the attem pt as soon as W* ll 
man and his engine* rs find a w ay tt 
conquer the difficulties that brought 
th* lr trip to its thrilling end last 
Tuesday morning 400 miles southeast 
of Sandy Hook. 
Standing on tile deck of the Trent 
clad in the same suit of khaki he wok 
when he and his crew launched the 
America 
last 
Saturday 
at Atlantic 
City, Wellman made this statement: 
"We thought we could not get along 
without the equilibrator. 
Now we tin*. 
we could not get along with it. 
Our 
plans for the future are Indefinite un­ 
til we find something that will do uh; i 
we thought the equilibrator would do.” 
The equilibrator to which Wellman 
attributes the failure of his voyage 
was the series of tanks containing 
gasoline which floated in the water, 
attached to the airship by a long rope. 
Its 
purpose in 
addition 
to storing 
gasoline and serving as a wireless 
"ground,’’ was to kefcp the balldou 
steady, compensating for the expan­ 
sion and contraction of gas due to 
changes in temperature, which would 
have made the America rise or sink 
erratically. 
The America’s experience 
proved that this floating tail, jerking 
at the delicately poised airship, made 
if impossible to steer of make head­ 
way in the desired direction and se 
verely weakened the structure. 
To 
find another means of compensating 
for this unavoidable change in the 
volume of gas is the problem to which 
Wellman and his 
engineer, Melvin 
Vaniman, will now devote their attern 
tion. 


G asolin e S u pp ly Exhausted. 


The direct cause of abandoning the 
America was th** exhaustion of the 
supply of gasoline, which had to be 
thrown out to save the ship, for when 
the crew abandoned the balloon only 
enough wTas left to last about twenty- 
four hours. 
This 
Is Wellman’s 
description of 
how he hurt his hand: 
“While we were afloat in our life­ 
boat trying to reach the Trent I tried 
to 
grasp a rope 
thrown from 
the 
steamer. 
In some way the rope got 
twisted about my hand and before I 
could get loose it nearly tore off my 
little finger and badly bruised the rest 
of the hand.” 
The other members of the America’s 
crew’ said they felt as well as ever 
and they looked it, even to the gray 
kitten, which was so pampered by the 
women passengers aboard the steam­ 
er that her sides bulged with feeding. 
She had made the air voyage as a 
nameless cat, but on board the liner 
was promptly christened “Trent.” She 
left the steam er on Mr. Vaniman's 
shoulder. 
Vaniman’s companions said 
that even in the haste of preparing to 
leave the America the chief engineer 
made sure that there was enough air 
In the compartment of the lifeboat 
where the cat was stored to make her 
comfortable. 
A party of those nearest and dear­ 
est to the shipwrecked aeronauts took 
a tug to the quarantine station to meet 
the incoming aeronauts. In this party 
were Mrs. Wellman, Mrs. Vaniman, 
Mrs. Leroy Chamberlain, Wellman's 
married daughter, and his three un­ 
married 
daughters and 
Mrs. Sarah 
Loud, mother of Mrs. Vaniman and 
of Albert L. Loud. 
They had a long 
Vait at quarantine and it was not un- 
M1 4:15 p. rn. that Wellman descend* d 
the companionway from the steamer 
to the deck of the tug. 
With tears in her eyes Mrs. Well­ 
man embraced her husband. The aged 
Mrs. Loud stood weeping, with one 
arm around the neck of her son and 
the other about her son-in-law, while 
Mrs. Vaniman. also in tears of joy, 
hung on her husband’s arm.

The left arm of William F. Ass­ 
man, aid of St. Louis, was broken, his 
right hand severely sprained and an 
artery in his wrist cut.

“We crossed Lake Huron finally at 
Alpena ai 3:10 p. rn. and three hours 
later found ourselves sailing over Ca­ 
nadian soil.

and 
again was forced to ascend by the 
near presence of water. 
"Finally we decided to descend and 
take our chances.

ters of Lake Nipissing.

would have been dashed to death.

Washington, Ort 
20.—In a formal 
order the Interstate commerce com­ 
mission announced Its intention to ad­ 
minister strictly th** long and short 
haul provision of the recently am end­ 
ed interstate commerce act. 
The or­ 
der was the outgrowth of a hearing 
Ii* Id by the commission two weeks 
ago on tin* m atter of tn*> application 
of interstate carriers, generally, for 
relief under that haul provision. 
By the terms of the order there will 
be no change in the existing status or 
in the present rights of carriers unt’l 
Feb. 17, 1911. 
They may file with the 
commission such changes In rates and 
tariffs as ordinarily would be flied in 
the course of their business, under the 
present rate 
basis or 
adjustments. 
This accords 
to the 
transportation 
companies the right even to file high­ 
er 
rates 
or 
fares 
to 
intermediate 
points, and through rates or fares 
higher than the combinations of the 
intermediate rates or fares, provided 
that in so doing the discrimination 
against 
intermediate 
points 
is 
not 
made greater than that in existence 
on Aug. 17, 1910. 
The 
commission 
announces 
that, 
through this permission it does not 
ne cessarily approve any rates or fares 
that may be filed, all of them being 
held subject to complaint, investiga­ 
tion and correction if they be found in 
conflict with th** law. 
It is ordered “that the commission 
rcaifim its previously expressed view 
that a through rate or fare that is 
higher than the combination of the in­ 
termediate rates or fares is prima 
facie unreasonable and will insist upon 
the application of that principle at the 
earliest possible date in every instance 
except possible extreme and very un­ 
usual cases." 


O n ly in E x tra o rd in a r y Conditions. 


This is understood by th** commis­ 
sion to mean that only In extraor­ 
dinary conditions will It exercise its 
authority conferred 
by congress 
to 
permit, in its discretion, technical vio­ 
lations of the long and short haul pro­ 
vision. 
The order provides that such car­ 
riers as may desire to be relieved of 
the requirements of section 4 of the 
act shall file with the commission on 
or before Feb. 17, 1911, applications 
as provided for by the law. 
The commission has indicated its 
definite purpose to construe the pro­ 
vision in the same spirit which actu­ 
ated congress In enacting the long and 
short 
haul 
provision 
into law. 
It 
realizes, of course, as congress evi­ 
dently realized in conferring upon it 
discretionary 
power, that 
some in­ 
stances of technical violation of the 
law may be proper in the circum­ 
stances; but these instances are rec­ 
ognized to be extraordinary and com­ 
paratively of rare occurrence. 
“Pigs is Pigs,” a humorous story 
that convulsed the nation some years 
ago, was referred to in the .supreme 
court of the United States by the gov­ 
ernment as an authority for its argu­ 
ment in defense of the constitutional­ 
ity of the so called “Carmack amend­ 
m ent” to the Hepburn rate law. 
This 
amendment makes an initial carrier 
of interstate commerce liable for dam­ 
ages or loss of freight during trans­ 
portation. not only on its line, but 
upon the lines of connecting carriers. 
It also prohibits contracts releasing 
the initial carrier from this liability. 
The story of the delay in the trans­ 
portation of the guinea pigs, until at 
last it required the attention of all of 
the officials of the road to care for th* 
descendants of the original consign­ 
ment. was cited to illustrate the pub­ 
lic need for legislation making it eas­ 
ier for the shipper to recover for the 
loss of his property or damages in­ 
flicted upon it.

New York, Oct. 20.—President Taft 
brought his New York visit to a clos** 
and is due back at the White House 
in Washington early In th** morning 
His last day in this city was given 
over to political conferences, the sit­ 
uation in New York state and Ohio 
sharing almost equally in the interest 
displayed by the president as to pres­ 
ent day conditions and election day 
prospects. 
Lloyd C. Griscom of the New York 
county Republican committee told the 
president that Republican prospects 
iu New York are brightening daily. Mr. 
Taft said he hoped this optimistic view 
of the situation was the correct one. 
Some of the leaders who have seen the 
president have told him that condi­ 
tions were far from reassuring. 
The reports from Ohio brought to 
the president by former Governor My­ 
ron T. Herrick of Cleveland and J a ­ 
cob 
G. 
Schmidtlapp 
of 
Cincinnati 
were not enthusiastic. 
To many close observers probably 
the most significant feature of the 
president’s stay here la the fact that 
during the last two days Colonel Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt has been at Oyster Bay 
—only thirty-three miles from New 
York—and so far as known no com­ 
munication whatever passed between 
him and Mr. Taft. 
It was reported 
that there might he a meeting between 
the two old friends. 
This was based 
on the statem ent attributed to the 
colonel some time ago that he would 
be glad to call on the president in 
New York when an opportunity of 
fered. 
Since that time, however, the 
New Haven meeting Intervened. 
Colonel Roosevelt has a hard cam­ 
paign mapped out for himself, and 
when he reached Oyster Bay from 
Troy he announced that he would take 
two days of complete rest to recupe­ 
rate from his recent trips and in the 
nope of completely restoring his voice 
for the coming speeches in New York 
and other states.

senting to the plan to raise De Bra­ 
ga nza to the throne. 


N ew P re s id e n t a P h y sician . 
Dr. Thoophile Braga, who lins been 
named president of tile provisional 
government, is a philosopher of inter­ 
national reputation, being a member 
of many academies in Europe. 
Ile is 
a man about fifty-five years old and 
a graduate of a leading European uni­ 
versity. 
He bogan the practice of 
medicine in 
Lisbon when a young 
man and has been prominent through­ 
out Portugal for many years past. 
About three years ago Dr. Braga 
identified himself with the intellec­ 
tual wing of the Republican party and 
became president of the committee of 
seven of that organization. 
in this 
office lie wielded great political pow­ 
er. and his undoubted honesty and 
well known integrity won many sup­ 
porters for the party which was des­ 
tined to obtain control of affairs. 
lie was long associated with Dr. 
Bernardino Macliado, one of the fore­ 
most professors of the Lisbon uni­ 
versity and who is prominently men­ 
tioned as the first president of the 
now republic. 
Braga Is also a poet of the vision­ 
ary school and an authority on Por­ 
tuguese folklore. 
A fete was hold in 
his honor in Paris some three or four 
years ago at which Aimtole France 
presided and delivered an eloquent ad­ 
dress on the principle of nationality 
and the idea of patriotism.

COUNTY OPTION’S CLAIMS 
There is vigorous and persistent 
effort on the part of those opposed 
to county option to prejudice the 
public mind against it by represent­ 
ing that it is not a square propo­ 
sition but intended to deceive -that 
its real purpose is state prohibition; 
while by no possibility could county 
option effect state prohibition unless 
the people who do the voting should 
want prohibition. 
The truth is that 
county option demands recognition 
for two or three fundumental rea­ 
sons; no one of which is related to 
state-wide 
prohibition. 
First, 
the 
county is the unit for purposes of 
taxation, as it is also the unit of 
county expense for maintenance of 
jails and courts. 
If a man is taxed 
for 
the expenses 
of 
maintaining 
county and district courts, of jails 
and poor farms, he should also have 
a recognized right in regulating or 
eliminating any tn.de that makes 
these things 
necessary. 
But 
one 
would not think so to hear the friend 
of the saloons tell his tale of woe. 
One would think on the contrary that 
the county optionist is a conspira­ 
tor against personal liberty, a tyrant 
and oppressor. 
The real case is that 
county option aims only at restoring i 
to the voters of the county the right 
conferred by the constitution; that 
one shall have a voice in expenditures 
for which one is taxed, and which 
was taken from him by the liquor in­ 
terests in establishing our present, 
system of local option; the reason be­ 
ing plainly evident; that it is easier to 
control votes in towns than in coun­ 
ties, the towns being subject to the 
bribery of the 
license, 
and 
‘he 
“ trade” draft argument— which 
is 
mostly insult to the 
farmer. 
One 
thing however, shows plainly in this 
fight for c o u n ty option and that is 
that the friends and defenders of the 
saloon are afraid to let the people of 
the county get. a chance to vote on R.
